The  growth  ol  this  country  cannot  be 
discerned  in  looking  forward,  bnt  what 
may  we  not  expect  aa  wo  cast  our  eyes 
back  twenty-fits  years  and  see  whet  ha* 
been  done. 

On  tha  4th  of  July,  1848,  1  stood  in  the 
granite  building  <  n  the  coiner  of  Cham 
bers  street  snd  Broadway,  and  saw  the 
Washington  Hotel  barn  on  the  opposite 
aide  where  now  stands  Stewart's  wholesale 
store.  At  the  tints  he  bought  that  proper 
ty  and  announced  bis  determination  to 
bnild  n  store  for  his—  then  only — retail 
trade,  it  was  thought  by  many  that  not 
even  his  popularity  aa  a  fashionable  retailer 
was  sufficunt  to  justify  such  an  innovation 
upon  the  custom  of  the  city,  but  it  was  a 
success ;  though  it  must  probably  be  admit 
ted  tint  there  was  not  another  retailer  on 
the  street  who  could  have  done  it.  At  any 
rate,  nothing  of  tbe  kind  has.aiuce  been  at¬ 
tempted  by  any  other;  and  sow,  from  the 
Buttery  to  Fifth  Avenue  Hotel,  his  store 
stands  alone  on  the  East  side,  (though  the 
business  lias  been  ^transferred  to  the  store 
on  9th  and  I  Oth  streets).  The  property  is 
now  worth,  probably,  three  times  as  much 
money  as  it  coat.  , 

Amos  R  Eno,  formerly  n  dry  goods  job¬

With  the  increases  demand  for  facilities

PUBLIC  SCHOOL  KXAMIH ATIOK. 

A  very  interesting  examination  look 
place  in  Washington  school,  Milburn,  on 
tl.e  18th  inst.  This  school  is  under  the 
charge  of  Mr.  Tbeo.  D  Sick  ley.  n  gentle- 
mam  who  has  taught  in  our  public  schools 
during  the  post  ten  years.  Tbe  number 
of  scholar*  enrolled  on  the  School  Register 
is  about  one  hundred  and  thirty.  There 
are  two  departments. 

Having  received  sd  invitation  from  Mr. 
Sicktey.  I  entered  the  department  under 
-hts  immediate  charge  at  about  1.13  P.  M. 

I  found  fifty  or  more  visitors  present  in¬ 
cluding  ladies  and  gentlemen.  The  exer¬ 
cises  were  began  by  a  Fourth  Reader  Clam , 
numbering  aboat  twenty-two  scholars, 
from  eight  to  thiiteen  years  of  nge.  They 
answered  rapidly  and  with  ease  such  ques¬ 
tions  as  What  is  Accent  I,  Emphasis?, 
Monotone  ?,  Rising  snd  Falling  Inflection  ! 
and  Circumflex  ?  Ten  rules  for  the  use  ol 
inflections  were  also  given.  Modulation 
with  ita  variaiion*  in  pitch,  Quality  and 
Quantity,  together  with  ten  rules  explain¬ 
ing  tbo  proper  use  of  tbe  Uat  three  were 
well  recited.  This  class  read  in  concert 
selection*  illustrat  ng  tbe  above  from 
Sander’s  Fourth  Reader.”  The  reading 
waa  exceedingly  well  done,  ranging  from 
a  whisper  to  the  loudest  toae  of  voice. 
The  guttond  quality  was  fairly  given. 

Next  in  order  came  n  Clam  in  Dietary 
giving  the  date,  the  cause,  and  the  princi¬ 
pal  events  in  the  following  ware:  tbe  Pe- 
quod — King  Philip'*— King  William’i 
Queen  Annie’s— Yamaaee— Geo.  II— The 
French  and  Indian— The  Revolutionary — 
The  Tripolitsn  -8hawanese— 2nd  war 
with  Great  Britain— The  Florida — The 
Mexican  snd  onr  Late  Civil  war.  The 
class  also  stated  when,  where  and  by  whom 
each  state  was  settled ;  after  which  they 
gave  the  list  of  Presidents  from  Washing¬ 
ton  to  Grant.  The  thorough  knowledge 
of  history  showed  by  this  class,  surprised 
nil  present. 

We  next  listened  to  n  recitation  in  Geog¬ 
raphy.  Huljerl,  North  America,  divided 
as  folio  art:  Outline,  Surface,  Lakes  and 
Rivera,  British,  Danish  and  Russian  Amer¬ 
ica;  dlaoovericn  by  Arctic  navigat  re; 
Climate ;  Products;  Animals  and  Inhabit¬ 
ants;  Iceland  and  Greenland.  The  capi. 
tola  of  the  States;  the  countries  of  South 
America,  Europe,  Asia  and  Africa,  with 
tbeir  capitals ;  tea  principal  rivers,  lake*, 
mountains  and  pentnaulaa  of  eneti  grand 
division  were  also  given.  A  msp  of  the 
United  States,  drawn  by  Roh’t.  Oliver,  on 
which  he  pointed  out  twenty-five  geog¬ 
raphical  features,  waa  well  executed.

Tax  Metuobist  in  a  leading  article  on 
Unteertahem  and  hfethodie-n  contrasts  their 
respective  working  and  retu’tn  ip  Phila¬ 
delphia  as  follows  : 

The  ReV.  Dr.  E.  G.  Brooks,  pastor  of  the 
Church  of  the  Memlali  in  Philadelphia, 
preached  on  Sunday  morniug,  October 
23th,  a  historical  discourse  on  the  Prob¬ 
lem  of  Univcrealisiu”  in  that  city.  Phila¬ 
delphia,  according  to  this  historian,  ia  one 
uf  the  first  fields  entered  by  Uclveranlltt 
preachers  in  the  United  States.  In  1790 
the  Lombard  street  Church  was  organized, 
u  1820  the  Callow-hill  Sl  Society,  and  in 
1830  t(m  Church  of  the  Messiah.  Thu  to¬ 
tal  result  of  103  years  labor,  anys  Dr. 
Brooka|U  ”  throe  churches  and  only  three  ; 
he  oldest  ot  them  languishing  and  psslor- 
neither  of  thu  two  vet y large  or  vig 
oroua.  Methodism  opened  ita  misrion  in 
Philadelphia  in  17$9.  It  had  no  adventi¬ 
tious  aids.  Ita  e.trly  preachers  wen- 
strangers  in  the  United  States.  It*  early 
churches,  St.  George’s  and  Ebcuezar,  like 
those  of  tbe  Uni  vernal  ieto,  were  placed  in 
the  Northern  Liberties  and  Southwark. 
As  the  result  of  its  little  more  than  centu¬ 
ry’s  work  in  Philadelphia,  it  hat  over  30 
churcbcs,  18,000  meuibjs,  and  a  flourish¬ 
ing  Book  Rmmu  property  valued  at  more 
than  $100,000. 

Now.  that  which  most  distinguished 
early  Methodists  wo*  that  -they  preached 
“  hell  Are.”  The  points  on  which  they 
were  pre-eminently '  sound  went  the  cer 
lainty  and  eudlussneus  of  future  punish 
ment.  Tlu-y  wire  often  criticised  sharply 
for  the  very  literal  interpretation  which 
they  gave  to  the  passages  of  Scripture  de¬ 
scriptive  ol  the  suffering  of  lost  souls. 

Id  another  article,  cm  Pritan  Reform ,  the 
same  paper  opens  tb«  subject  thus  :

Our  Uw  givers  have  princi¬ 
pally  ouatioed  iktH  siualtoa  to  tha  for¬ 
mer  question.  Tbe  Association  regard* 
rite  second  as  of  not  interior  import.) nee. 
Punishment  is  an  imperfect  remedy.  It  it 
leave*  the  prisoner  un.cformed,  it  ia  only  a 
temporary  remedy;  aud  under  the  present 
system  reform  ia  a  rare  exception.  It  it  in 
adequate,  in  that  it  reach™  only  a  small 
proportion  of  offenders.  Dr.  Bittenger 
estimates  that  only  one  twelfth  of  the 
offenders  agriant  the  few  get  into  prison. 
Effort*,  to  l>e  thoroughly  successful,  mutt 
reuch  the  eleven-twelfth*  who  are  at  large 
as  well  ts  the  one-twelfth  w  ho  are  restrain¬ 
ed.  Dr.  Wines  eati mates  the  prison  pnpu 
Dtion  of  the  oountry  at  nearly  40  000,  aud 
the  entire  number  ot  offender*  at'  between 
800,000  tnd  400.000.  One  eighth  of  tlie 
number,  according  to  Mr.  Breckway,  of 
Detroit,  are  brought  under  treatment  every 
year.

Thi!  best  uews,  iu  a  literary  point  of 
vlaw.  that  I  have  heard  in  toma  time,  is 
that  the  next  volume  ol  Scribner,  Arm¬ 
strong  A  Co.'s  Cric  a- Brso  series  will  con¬ 
sist  of  selections  Iruin  the  larnous  Qrevilfe 
Memoirs.  Mr.  Charles  C.  F.  Urevlllt 
waa  a  gi  aud  son  of  the  third  Duke  ol  Port¬ 
land,  aud  waa  lioiu  tn  1793,  and  died  in 
1843  His  journal  iucludvs  the  reign#  of 
George  IV,  and  William  IV.,  and  has 
m>t  a  dry  page  in  it  from  coyer  to  cover. 
Tha  author  moved  iu  the  best  society  of 
his  time,  sod  his  journal  oonuioe  faithful 
port  rails  of  the  celebrated  men  and  womea 
with  whom  he  wae  intimately  acquainted. 
The  sketch  of  George  IV.  1*  far  from 
being  fluttering,  us  the  following  extracts 
concerning  tbe  indolent  habits  of  I 
highness  shows: 

“The  Kiog  leads  a  most  extraordinary 
life— never  gets  up  till  8  In  the  alt ji noon 
They  cotue  to  hnu  and  open  the  window 
curtain  at  0  or  7  o'clock  in  tha  morning; 
lie  break  fasts  in  bed;  does  whatever  bust 
ness  he  cun  be  brought  to  transact  in  bed, 
loo;  he  reads  every  newspaper  quite 
through,  doses  three  or  four  hours,  gets 
up  in  time  for  dinner,  and  govt  to  bed 
between  10  and  1 1.  He  sleep*  very  ill 
aud  rings  Lie  bell  forty  times  ia  tbe  nigbt- 
If  be  wauta  to  know  the  hour,  though  n 
watch  haags  close  to  him,  lie  will  nave 
Ids  ealat  Ue  ehambrt  down  rather  than  turn 
hi*  head  to  look  at  it.  The  some  thing  if 
he  wants  a  glass  of  water;  hu  won't  stretch 
out  his  bund  to  get  it.  Ilia  valets  are 
nearly  destroyed,  sod  at  last  Lady  Conyn- 
gham  prevailed  on  him  to  agree  to  an  ar¬ 
rangement  by  which  they  wait  on  him  on 
alternate  days.  The  service  is  still  most 
severe,  as  ou  the  days  they  ate  in  waiting 
their  labors  ore  inevasont,  and  lh«y  cannot 
take  off  their  clothas  nt.  Bight,  and  hardly 
lie  down.”  . »'

The  con¬ 
tract  was  held  by  the  American  Bank 
Note  Company  from  July  1st,  1881,  until 
the  same  day  ia  1879.  That  was  for 
three  terms  of  four  years  each.  The  Conti 
nentsl  Book  Note  Company  at  that  time 
offering  to  do  it  foi  one-.ialf  thu  amount 
required  by  the  other  Company,  the 
contract  was  awarded  to  them.  The  office 
of  tbe  Continental  is  at  the  corner  of  Green¬ 
wich  and  Liberty  streets,  but  as  it  wes 
desirable  to  have  tho  postage  stamps  made 
in  a  perfectly  fire  proof  building,  the  filth 
story  of  the  Equitable  Life  Insurance  Build 
log,  on  tbe  corner  of  Broadway  and  Cedar 
street,  was  rented  by  the  Company  for  that 
purpose.

In  printing,  steel  plates  are  used,  on 
which  twj  hundred  stamps  are  engr*<od 
Two  men  are  kept  hard  at  work,  covering 
them  with  the  colored  ink*,  and  paaaing 
them  to  a  man  and  girl,  who  are  equally 
Irasy  at  printing  them  with  large  rolling 
hand  pretaea.  Three  of  then*  little  squads 
arc  employed  all  th*  trine,  although  ten 
presses  can  be  put  int>  um  in  case  nf 
necessity.  After  the  small  sheet*  of  paper, 
upon  which  the  two  hundred  stumps  are 
engraved,  have  dried  sufficiently,  they  are 
rent  into  another  room  and  gummed 
The  gum  used  for  Ibis  purpose,  ia  a  pecu 
liar  composition,  made  ol  the  powder  of 
dried  potatoes  and  oilier  vegetables,  mixed 
with  water,  which  is  better  than  any  kind, 
lor  instance,  gum  nrabic,  which  cracks 
the  paper  badly.  This  paper  ia  also  of  a 
peculiar  texture,  somewhat  similar  to  that 
used  for  bank  notes.  After  having  been 
again  dried,  this  time  on  little  recks, which 
ate  fanned  by  steam  power  for  aliout  an 
hour,  they  are  put  between  sheets  of  paste 
board  anil  pressed  in  hydraulic  presses, 
capable  of  applying  a  weight  of  two  hun 
dred  tons.  The  next  thing  i*  to  cut  the 
sheets  in  halt;  each  sheet  of  coarse  when 
cut.  (ontsins  a  hundred  stamps.  This  is 
done  by  n  girl  with  a  large  pair  of  shear* 
cutting  by  hand  being  preferred  to  that 
of  machiliery,  which  method  would  destroy 
too  many  stamp*.  They  are  than  passed 
to  two  other  squads,  who  in  aa  ihsbf  opef 
atlo  ■  perforate  the  sh  eto  betwinx  the 
stamps  Next  they  are  pressed  once  more, 
and  then  packed  and  labelled,  and  stowed 
away  in  another  room,  preparatory  to 
being  pat  in  mail  bags  lor  despatching 
to  fulfil  order*.  If  a  single  stamp  i*  torn 
or  in  any  other  way  mutilated,  th*  whole 
sheet  of  one  hundred  is  burned.  About 
300,000  ste  burned  every  week,  from  Ibis 
cause.  For  the  past  twenty  years,  not  s 
tingle  sheet  has  been  lost,  such  cars  is 
taken  in  counting  them.  Daring  the  pro¬ 
ofs*  of  manufacturing  the  sheets  are  count 
ed  eleven  timer.

The  Hudson  Riser  Tunnel  Company  is 
in  troabla  Work  upon  it  was  commenced 
in  Jersey  City  some  time  sinoe.  Th*  nec¬ 
essary  fend  in  that  city,  however,  is  own¬ 
ed  by  two  or  three  railroad  corporations 
among  other*  th*  Morris  A  Eton  Railroad 
Company.
